Meanwhile, half of Louisville's 42 square miles was under 
water, and Mayor Neville Miller begged all women and chil­ 
dren to flee the city while they still had a chance. 
At nearby Frankfort, prisoners rioted in the over-crowded 
reformatory, as the flood lapped at their ankles on the second 
tier. The prison was almost completely isolated from commu­ 
nication, and reports developed widely as to the seriousness of 
the outbreak. 
The crest at Cincinnati and Louisville was not expected 
for another 24 to 48 hours, and meanwhile, additional rains 
increased it. 
National guardsmen and soldiers patrolled Louisville, 
with the order to shoot to kill any looters. 
President Roosevelt in Washington ordered five Federal 
agencies to co-operate with the Red Cross in relieving suffer­ 
ing. Battalions of relief workers were dispatched to key points 
by the Red Cross, as it appealed to the nation for a $2,000,000 
flood relief fund. 
Coast Guardsmen crews from a score of lake cities and 
from the eastern coast were in the stricken area aiding in 
rescue work.
